The U-boat peril has ceased to give 
serious concern. 
It will doubtless re­ 
main a plague while tile war lasts; but 
the government is confident of being 
able to hold it within limits. 
W e shall 
be able to s«*nd 
men 
and materials 
across the sea without fatal hindrance. 
Only one American ship out of 200 
has been sunk by a submarine since 
we entered the war. 
In no case have 
the Germans succeeded in sinking a 
fast or big ship. 
They have merely 
picked off a few 
slow 
tankers 
and 
freighters. 


This goad showing is due to the ef­ 
fective means found for fighting the 
sea pirates. 
Improved methods have 
been evolved and new devices invent 
ed. 
Nets to ensnare the unwary sub­ 
m arine, mounted guns on merchant­ 
men, smoke-boxes to hide a menaced 
ship, depth bombs that explode under 
w ater, swarms of sea planes and de­ 
stroyers patrolling the steamer lanes 
-—all these have had their effect. 
And 
now there are hints of a marvelous 
invention that will reveal the presence 
aud location of any U-boat and thus 
facilitate its destruction. 


Meanwhile our ship supply is in­ 
creasing enormously.

when the furs are considered best and 
do not interfere with the breeding sea­ 
sons. 
The law provides that all trappers 
m ust secure a state license at a cost 
of $1 annually for citizens and $2 for 
aliens and requires that all trappers 
sol- j over 18 years of age m ust report an- 
t h e ! nuully the character and num ber of 
animals taken by them during the sea­ 
son. 
The data thus obtained will be 
made the basis for conservation meas­ 
ures.
